Patric Knowles was born Reg- 
inald Laurence Knowles on No- 
vember 11, 1911 in Yorkshire, 
England. 

To be an actor was an early 
obsession with him and he left 
school at the age of fourteen 
and went to Ireland. Here he 
drove a van for a traveling stock 
company and played bit parts 
whenever he had a chance. 

From there he went into bet- 
ter known Irish and English thea- 
tre groups including the Abbey 
Players in Dublin. Was offered 
a chance in British films and 
played over twenty roles for va- 
rious English companies. It was 
here that a Warner Bros. talent 
scout saw him and arranged for 
his contract with that company. 

His American pictures include
